In the first place it is for the pur¬ 
pose of helping the operator to have 
as clean and safe a place as possible. 
Inspections are not made for the pur¬ 
pose of policing. The department 
has found that certain practices 
should be followed in order to have 
a safe eating place and therefore the 
inspections are made according to 
these regulations. Cleanliness is the 
main thing and if strictly adhered to 
will just about take care of the whole 
matter. Floors should be clean at all 
times, walls and ceilings should be 
clean, smooth and painted or paper¬ 
ed in a light color. Clean rest rooms 
should be provided for employees j 
and patrons and adequate handwash¬ 
ing facilities nearby. Dishes and 
glasses should be properly washed 
and sterilized. Garbage should be 
kept in cans with tight lids and re¬ 
moved frequently. Food should be 
protected from dust, flies, rats and 
roaches. No animals should be allow¬ 
ed in food handling establishments. 
Of course the entire surroundings 
should always be neat and clean.
